The result, while 
less than it sho uld have been, is a splendid 
o ne. 
In England the death-rate fro m 
18 28 -42 was 22.07 per o ne tho usand; fro m 
18 8 0-8 4 it was 19 .62 per o ne tho usand. In 
the decade o f 18 50-60 the average annual 
saving o f lives in England and Wales 
fro m sanitary impro vements was abo ut 
eight tho usand; in 18 7 0-8 0 to o ver fo rty - 
eight tho usand; and in the five y ears 18 8 0 
-8 4 the annual say ing had reached o ver 
o ne hundred and two tho usand lives.

In d ia it a po lis, Jan. 7,*—When th« legis­ 
lature m et Thursday morning, the galleries 
of both chambers were crowded with eager 
spectators, all on the qul vivo for sensational 
episodes. 
The center of interest was, of 
course, the senate, the opening proceedings 
of which were expected to bring affairs to a 
crisis a t once. 
The senate is Democratic by 
a m ajority of twelve, and the programme 
arranged by the Democrats for prelim inary 
organisation of that body was carried out to 
the letter, over the angry protests of the im ­ 
potent m inority. 
A t just 10 o’clock Green 
Smith, president pro teni. of the senate in 
the last legislature and present claim ant to 
the lieutenant 
governorship, called 
the 
senate to order. 
He is a large, square- 
shouldem l man w ith a voice liko a rallioj*« 
atul the bearing of a slugger, who soon made 
it manifest that he m eant business. 
Be mi tor 
W inter, of Marion, the Republican leader, 
shouted a t the chair for several minutes, 
while the latter was dem anding the senators 
to come to order. 
Finally succeeding in 
making himself heard, Senator W inter *» \- 
claimed: 
“ I rise to a point or order.” 
The C hair—The senate is not organiz 'd 
and can not receive or entertain busimsw. 
W inter—I desire to move that we pro« <* *d 
to orgnniz ■ in accordance with law. 
The ( ’hair—The motion is out of order. 
W inter 
f appeal to tbe senate. 
The C hair—The appeal is out of order. 
W inter—I rise then to a question of priv­ 
ilege. 
The Chair—The senator is out of order. 
YV inter—A question of privilege is 
always 
in order*. 
I protest against the net of Cm 
person in assuming to take the chair. 
The Chair [pounding violently]—Sit down. 
W inter—I protest against this procedure 
The Chair—Reduce your protest to writ in ; 
and take your seat. 
Bishop Knickerbocker wax then called upon 
to open the senate with prayer. 
W hile ho 
was addressing the throno of grace in a fer­ 
vent petition for.blessings upon the delibera­ 
tions* of the senate W inter a n ! his fellow- 
partisuns continued to protest, but the bishop 
kept on with his prayer, and the incensed R e­ 
publicans finally subsided. 
Ail the Demo­ 
crats stood during the prayer, but the Re­ 
publicans remained sitting to emphasize their 
claim tha t the senate had not been legally 
organized. 
The law provides that iu the absence of the 
lieutenant governor the auditor of state shall 
call the senate to order, but the Democrats 
claimed that as tho lieutenant governor was 
present in the person of Green Smith this 
provision did not apply, and proceeded ac­ 
cordingly. 
A fter the prayer the ne.vly- 
electcd senators wore sworn in by Suprem e 
Judge Zoilars, whereupon Senator Johnson, 
Republican, said; “ I desire to suggest that 
an election of chairm an is the only thing now 
in order.” 
The Chair—And I desire to suggest that 
you take your seat and keep it. 
The senator took his seat and the m ajority 
were allowed to have their own way in the 
subsequent proceedings without much resist­ 
ance on the part of the opposition. 
A reso­ 
lution was moved and carried under the whip 
■of tho previous question declaring that 
Alonzo Green Sm ith 
is hereby recognized 
and elected as president of the senate. 
This 
action was accepted as 
signifying a settled 
purpose on the part of the Democrats to hold 
<m to the chairm anshio of the senate and 
compel Col. Robertson, the lieutenant gov­ 
ernor-elect, to resort to quo w arranto pro­ 
ceedings 
to 
secure 
the po^iclon. 
The 
action was clinched by the usual 
par­ 
liam entary motions, and the senate proceeded 
to adopt a code of iron-clad rules, which were 
put through under the previous question. 
These rules were carefully fram ed to guard 
against every contingency likely to arise in 
the event that Robertson gets the chair. 
Rule 10 gives the committee on election ex­ 
traordinary powers, providing tha t they 
shall have the rig ht of way for election con­ 
tests a t all times, and that upon the consid­ 
eration of such contests the previous question 
shall cut off all debate as well as all motions, 
including motions to adjourn or take a re­ 
cess. 
A nother rule provides tha t in the 
event that the chair shall refuse to put an ap­ 
peal to the senate the secretary of that body 
shall put the appeal 
The real tug of w ar will hardly come be­ 
fore Monday, unless a veritable coup d’etat 
is attem pted Friday iu the bouse. 
Monday 
the two houses will meet iu joint session, 
when the snealcn* will open and canvass the 
returns of the recent election. 
He will de­ 
clare C ol Robertson elected lieutenant gov­ 
ernor and the tetter will be sworn in, and on 
Tuesday will present himself in the senate 
cham ber and dem and the chair. 
Sm ith will 
refuse to surrender, and if the angry pas­ 
sions of the rival partisans continue to boil 
there is likely to be open violence upon that 
occasion. 
Robertson is a Scotchman full 
vim 
and 
pluck, 
while 
Sm ith 
is 
a 
bad m an from w ay back, and spoiling for a 
fight. 
If, happily, physical hostilities are 
avoided, and Robertson’s claims are ignored, 
it is believed tha t the Republican members 
will withdraw. In this event the Democratic 
representatives will doubtless pursue a like 
course, and the 18th in s t, the day fixed by 
law for the balloting for senator to begin, 
will find tw o legislatures i » session, each of 
w hich will proceed to elect a senator. 
This 
is the outcome anticipated by m any shrewd 
politicians. 
Others predict tha t the Repub­ 
licans will subm it to Robertson’s exclusion 
after filing a protest. Robertson himself takes 
kindly to this idea. 
He said Thursday night 
that in no event should he seek to es­ 
tablish his rights by a resort to the courts, 
because 
tha t 
is 
not the 
constitutional 
method and because in any event such pro 
.readings could not be carried through bo 


fore the end of the session, when the remedy 
thus afforded would avail him nothing. 
These was very little done in the house, 
the proceedings in the senate being the sensa­ 
tion of the day. 
The Republican nominee* 
for speaker and the other officer* were duly 
elected and the body organised. 


GOVERNOR OGLESBY’S MESSAGE. 


T he L abor qn e itlo n gutd 
State R evenue 
R eform C onsidered a t L ength, 
Bprtnokiri .d, 
Ids., 
Jan. 
7.—Governor 
Oglesby’s biennial message was presented 
and r« a I in both branches of the legislature 
Thursday. 
He dwells a t great length on the 
labor question, and defends his ow n eourse 
in the m atter of calling out the m ilitia during 


rio?ous strikes: 
On this subjectihe governor 
says; 
The less peop’e rely upon arm s and m ilitia 
to preserve order and execute the law, the 
longer wo m ay hope our institutions will 
Mtand. 
The m any signs of willingness of a 
large portion of our people, especially of in­ 
corporated wealth, to im patiently dem and 
the use of the m ilitia in all cases of threat­ 
ened or real violence, w ithout an effort to 
secure the protection of the law through the 
c<vil forms of procodure provided by law, is 
an unpleasant augury, and one to be con­ 
stantly watched by the ardent friends of 
constitutional liberty. 
And the fact tha t 
such incorporated wealth can comma ml a 
part of the press of the country to malign, 
misrepresent and aim to intim idate any who 
f**cl it a solemn duty to execute the law by 
observing law, is a riotent indication of com­ 
ing evil. 
He then proceeds to consider the lal>or 
question generally and intim ates his belief 
that with all the discussion of the rights and 
condition of la ta r very little progress has 
b*en made in the solution of the problem. 
He proceeds as follows; 
Many of the extravagant ideas held upon 
these questions, expressed in equally extra v­ 
agant language a u i argum ent, nave led un­ 
thinking men into the taitef that one of the 
proper m > ie.s to be adopted to right sup­ 
posed wrongs was to inaugurate methods of 
their own to redress them, and thus* allow 
themselves to go .so far as to ap(iear to defy 
the usual and lawful methods recognized in 
» hi 
f .o. for correcting any real or im agin­ 
ary evils. 
Sink s of any kind, individual sir organ­ 
ize I, arc not unlaw ful; indeed, where the ol>- 
j*» et is an lion *st effort to benefit the condi­ 
tion as to wages and hours of labor of the 
laboring masse? of our citizens, to protect 
ih.nr rights in the hope of tiettering their 
condition, to rem onstrate against conditions 
which s« *otn inevitably to tend to narrow ing 
i he field and lowering the standard of labor, 
1 or unskilled, in any civilized nation 
or com m unity, strikes are tlm most natural 
eg hi a*.s of self-defense.

It is but a natural emotion to 
sympathize with the earnest efforts of la­ 
boring » non to ta tte r their condition and 
to 
*hor* 
liberally 
in 
the 
gains 
of 
labor 
in

ncHs and in the blessings it bestows upon 
mankind. 
* * * 
* potent as the strike 
may seem to ta as an agency to bring about 
a ta tte r understanding of the claims and the 
rights of labor, the moment it departs from 
tin adm itted po w e r it wields as a peaceable 
remedy, and puts on the ap|>earanee of open 
resistance to law, or sets itself up to say M ho 
shall and who shall not work in the vast field 
of labor, it to a larg i extent forfeits the 
sym pathy of that large class of thinking 
people who believe in fair dealing and a 
fair 
field tor the play of the energies 
of man, and will drive from its support con­ 
siderate and earnest men, willing advocates 
of ail it claims so long as, like other great 
interests, it seeks to gain its ends by peace­ 
able means and in accustomed ways. 
In this 
country the public oar is open to the persua­ 
sions of reason; it is instinctively closed 
against force. 
And that cause will flourish 
Miu4 naturally and inevitably which relies 
upon the support that reason and free dis­ 
cussion always bring to its aid. 
Tho forego- j 
ing remarks were suggested from the tact 
that strikes in every instance have led to w hat 
seeiued a necessity to resort to the m ilitary 
iif aid of the civil power of the state. 
The question of convict labor is next dis­ 
cussed. 
Tho governor alludes to the anti- 
convict labor am endm ent to the constitution 
adopted a t the recent election and of this he 
says; 
This radical departure will impose upon 
your honorable bodies the necessity pf pro­ 
viding by law* how the labor of tho convicts 
in our jM’isons and reform atories shall ta 
utilize.! so as not to become a standing charge 
upon the treasury of the state. 
E ither such 
crim inals are to l>e hereafter supported in all 
respects as crim inals in civilized nations,w ith 
due regard to the inoral and Christion senti­ 
ments of the age in which we live, tn idle­ 
ness, or they are, instead of becoming a 
charge upon taxes collected from honest peo­ 
ple, to ta made self-supporting. 
The shot drill, treadm ill, hiring of con­ 
victs for work on public im provements and 
the leasing system tie does not think the peo­ 
ple of the state will tolerate, and adds: 
I do not believe the people will endure for 
any groat length of time any tentative or 
puerile system, or one which will be consid­ 
ered as excusing idleness in convicts, or great 
ex ponse to the state. 
In any event large ap­ 
propriations seem indispensable to inaugurate 
any new scheme. 
The fault of the last a t­ 
tem pt of the state to run a penitentiary on 
state account was largely attributed to the 
limited appropriations allowed for the pur­ 
pose. 
If the state is to become a com petitor 
in the field of trad e and commerce with indi­ 
vidual enterprises for the sale of its m anu­ 
factured product« , it m ust equip itself with 
abundance of means to m eet every contin­ 
gency of trade, as every other m anufacturer 
is obliged to do, or reconcile itself to « con­ 
stant and very considerable annual loss. Kveit 
under the most favorable m anagem ent it is 
gravely to ta doubted if the state account 
plan pan ever be made self-sustaining. 
Tho revenue question is dealt with at 
length, and the difficulty of establishing a 
satisfactory system of taxation dw elt upon. 
Governor Oglesby thinks the present pra *- 
tlce is w retched although the theory i* 
sound. 
The annual appraisem ent of prop­ 
erty for taxation has becoin» almost dis­ 
graceful, and it is suggested revenue for 
state purposes m ight be raised from property 
not of a strictly local character. 
If this 
could be done the governor thinks the coun­ 
ties and m unicipalities would stop the ab­ 
surdly Ip.wr .appraisem ent and high rate of 
taxation nod adopt: the just 
and sensible one 
of fair cash valuation an I low rate-» ot taxa­ 
tion. 
The present system is pronounced viciou 
in the extrem e, and he invites the attention 
of the legislature to the report of the reve­ 
nue commission appointed by the last legis­ 
lature, of which he speaks very Highly, de­ 
claring that the code proposed by the com­ 
mission : 
Substantially 
divorces 
the state from 
qounty and all sultordinate tax-levying pow 
ers for purposes of revenue. 
It leaves to all 
such local and sutardinate powers am ple re­ 
sources and means of taxatiou for all the pur­ 
poses of local self-government. 
It enlarges 
and greatly improves the means end instru­ 
ments for assessing and .collecting such local 


taxes, and provide*, as has never been done 
before by our revenue laws, for more cer­ 
tainly securing a fair cash valuation and as­ 
sessment of all property in all localities, and 
for bringing to light, listing and taxing per­ 
sonal property, credits, shares of stock, and 
the various evidences intangible and hidden 
wealth, and to that extent relieving real es­ 
tate and visible personal (property from the 
undue proportions such property has hereto­ 
fore been compelled to bear. 
In treating of the live stock commission 
the governor recommends tha t an appropria­ 
tion be made to pay the commissioners for 
their services for the tim e actually devoted 
to their duties, and advocates the appropria­ 
tion of # 300,000 to be used by the commission 
in eradicating cattle plagues when in shall 
be necessary*. 
The state benevolent, chari­ 
table and commercial institutions are briefly 
referred to and the message closes with a 
brief eulogy of Gen. Logan and a reference 
to the necessity of selecting his successor.

Each member present was co nstituted a 
co mmittee o f o ne to make a canvass o f the 
ho use so r the purpo se o f determining what 
articles sho uld be placed o n the free list and 
what strength wo uld be given the pro po si­ 
tio n affecting internal revenue. 
Besides the 
successful o utlo o k fo r the free list, it was the 
unanimo us o pinio n that any reductio n o f the 
tariff, o ven if it co uld be successful, which 
was no t tho ught pro bable, wo uld stimulate 
impo rts and therefo re increase the surplus 
and have the exact o ppo site effect upo n the 
go vernment’s inco me to that desired. 
In discussing what sho uld go upo n the free 
list there was unanimity o n the pro po sitio n 
that sugar sho uld no t be o ne o f the articles; 
neither sho uld wo o l. 
McAdo o o f New Jersey, who was o ne o f 
the active participants in the co nference,says 
that it will be several days, pro bably the 
middle o f next week, befo re sufficient in­ 
fo rmatio n can be had to w arrant ano ther 
co nference, when it is intended that a meas­ 
ure shall be framed.

freedo m o f statement 
and satire. 
Bo th 
papers were fro wned upo n at the o utset nnd 
censured harshly by the rigid guardians o f 
so ciety, but read universally. 
They were 
seen in every drawing ro o m in Iio mlo n. nnd 
in nearly every co untry ho use in England; 
co mmented o n, declaimed against, nnd finally 
co ntributed to , by the fine fo lks who at first 
decri*d ♦’•'» m. 
Do ubtless tho edito rs o ften 
went to n f a r —so metimes they went to Jail; 
untruth ; were invented, and libel suits were 
tho co nsequence; but the jo urnals were estab­ 
lished. and to -day they are reco gnized as 
features, even po wers, in the so cial and po liti­ 
cal system o f England.

AT BENTS OLD FORT. 


i. 
For more than 8 00 long, toilsome miles, 
from the bustling town of Westport on the 
Missouri to the royal city of New Hpain, 
« •etched the old Santa Fe trail. 
At it* in­ 
itial point on the great, muddy river there 
was usually a gathering of men, cattle and 
wagons, for the making up of the numer­ 
ous trains soon to be dotted along its whole 
length, steadily marching westward 
or 
resting at Council Grove, Pawnee Fork, 
the Cimarron Crossing, or I ¿ as Vegas. 
Now, 
however, all was strangely quiet at Went 
port and along the trail.- 
No long pro »es 
» ions of white topped wagon* lighted u p the 
yellowish green buffalo 
grass; no crack of 
whip nor merry wagoner’s song sou nded 
along the banks of the river; no smoke of 
< amp fire rose in the cl« *ar air. 
A great 
change had como over the old Santa Fe 
trail, for it was Ju ly, 1840, and war with 
Mexico had b een declared, and waiting in 
New Hpain were not »»ag* t b u yers of mer­ 
chandise, b u t warlike parties ready, as re 
ported, to welcome the Gringos “ with 
b loody hands to hospitab le graves.” 
Not wholly deserted, however, b y any 
means, was the great rou te along the* tor­ 
tu ou s cou rse of the Arkau sas; for on it 
was marching tha finest “ Annv of the 
West” 
u nder 
Gen 
Stephen 
Kearney. 
Starting from Fort Leaven worth and mak 
ing their way with mu ch difficu lty over 
the rou gh cou ntry b etween that point and 
the trail, they—tho staff, the regu lars 
(infantry, dragoons and two b atteries), and 
the famed 1st regiment of Missou ri cavlary 
—b ail pasesd Pawnee Fork and were con­ 
centrating on a |K>int not fu r from the 
ju nction of tho Timpas river with tho 
Arkansas, 
Near this point, too, and on the 
left b ank, was tho fort owned b v, and 
named for, one of the family of Bent, 
those celeb rated frontiersmen and trap­ 
pers. 
It was a commodiou s stru ctu re of 
adob e, with large central inclosu re and 
ru de accommodations for man and b east. 
It was nearly su nset on or near the 28th 
day of Ju ly when a detachment of Doni­ 
phan1» regiment, with headqu arter’s staff, 
halted for tho night b eyond the “ b ig tim­ 
b er,” or grove of large cottonwood trees 
where the valley opens ou t and the river 
tanks slope gently down to it, a day’s 
march east of the fort. 
A grou p of officers 
gathered arou nd the camp fire, and sat 
wiaiting for their su pper. 
Ere long one of 
the su rgeons jonied them, lighting his pipe 
as he took t he seat. 
“ How are the sick men, doctor!'” asked 
the major. 
“ The engineer officer is b etter, b u t still 
very weak,” replied the su rgeon; 
“ the 
lieu tenant of cavlary is worse, and I fou r 
he cannot last long.” 
“ Poor fellow,” ejacu lated the major, 
“ He is u good and a b rave man. 
It, is 
hard for him to die here, and of a miser­ 
ab le fever, l» ef()'-e a shot has 1h*cii fired. 
More than one heart will ache in Ht. Lou is 
when they get the news of his ending. 
Gan nothing I** none for him:*1” 
“ Nothing,” said tho doctor. 
“ Hz* is 
qu ite u nconsciou s, and will prob ab ly pu ss 
qu ietly away du ring the night, and with­ 
ou t coming to himself.” 
Ho it was; and at su nset next dav the 
Pawnees and Comanches lou nging ab ou t 
the entru iu 'e to Bent’s fort heard the vol­ 
leys of the firing party, and then saw the 
little detachment marching at a rapid gate 
b ack to the camp. 
Ou tside, and Hose 
u nder tho walls of the fort at the north­ 
west corner, and among the graves of not a 
few traders, trappers, and also ru ffians, 
who had “died with their 
Im ots on,” was a 
simple headb oard placed, « in which was in­ 
scrib ed:

Leonard Ham lin,

; Lieu tenant First Missou ri Cavalry. 1 
1 Born in St. Lou is, Au g. 10. 1821. ; 
I Died near Bent 's Fort, Ju ly 29, 1K46,; 


Then on went the Army of the West— 
on to Las Vegas, Santa Fe, Old Mexico and 
California—to do famous deeds of valor: to 
bring new glory to the starry flag, and to 
wrest from the foemati a princely addition 
to the territory of the United taHtes. East­ 
ward again went no army with banners, no 
dragoons with a lam e and saber, no bat­ 
teries with bright field pieces and heavy 
cai*sons. 
There went only one man—a 
courier, who rode liko the wind, changing 
his 
horses at 
frequent 
intervals, and 
dodging the Sioux and Osages as he covered 
league after league of the long route. 
At 
last he galloped, safe and sound, into West­ 
port, and, the river being high, was not de­ 
tained on the steamer. 
When he arrived 
at St. Louis the news be brought spread 
rapidly, and people stopped to discuss it at 
street corners, and the papei*s, under flam­ 
ing headlines, told how the gallant little 
Army of the West, with so many of the 
sons of Missouri enrolled therein, had gone 
gallantly on to the border. 
Only in two 
houses were there stricken hearts and sore 
distress and weeping for him who would 
never return, but lay sleeping under the 
walls of Bent s fort. 
A father appeared at 
bis post of duty with the haggard look of 
one who has grown suddenly older by 


years; a mother sat speechless and with 
streaming eyes at a western window, and 
pretty Ru th Chandreti, on whose finger 
shone 
the diamond 
of 
an engagement 
ring, forsook society, and, Hail in the *-*<stil- 
b **r garments of w« ic, gave h/*rv» lf wholly to 
works « if charity and mercy. 
The yean, rolled on, and time, with heal­ 
ing tou ch, soothed the su ffering and 
com ­ 
forted the mou rning. 
n , 
Nearly forty years had 
passed, and what 
wondrous change ha/1 they wrought? Near 
the sjsifc where the rough frontiersmen 
used to i» ack the great wagons and make up 
the trains for the route to Santa 
Fe, stood 
the large, prosperous, busy, growing me­ 
tropolis of western Missouri, Kansas City. 
From its « *omtn odious Union depot went 
trains of a far different character from 
those of old time*. 
To them were attached 
not jmtient oxen nor refractory mules, but 
great engines; and on them were not the 
white canvas topped “ ships of the plains,” 
but long cars, bright as to color and luxu­ 
rious as to interior. 
Hour after hour forth 
went these trains, bound on schedule tirfle, 
over what had not long ago been a wild 
and Indian haunted stretch of land, the 
snowy range and the Spanish peaks; to the 
Wahaatchen, the Hangre de Cristo and Hierra 
Nevada; to Denver, Han Francisco, Past' 
del Norte and the city of the Montexumas. 
It was a beautiful J uly morning and 
thero wo* a tremendouus bustle at the sta­ 
tion; but above all the roar and rattle the 
noise of the shouting, the babel of tongues, 
one heard plainly the cry:

A SUBSTITUTE 
FOR 
GUNPOWDER. 


Very C on v en ien t for Use Upon tin* str.’re 
E x p er im en t« Mini« * in Paris, 
1 have ju st retu rned from an exceedingly 
interesting series of experiments on a new 
su b stitu te f« » r gu njiovvder. Tho new substi­ 
tu te is not recommended, however—like all 
those of which we have lately heard *«> mu ch 
—on the grou nd of its greater destru ctive 
power, b u t, on the contrary, on accou nt ot its 
lx*ing perfectly innocu ou s, 'i ll/* material ex­ 
perimented u pon is primarily intended to re­ 
place the gu npowder u sed on the stage. Tho 
accidents which have happened to actors from 
the discharge of firearms are so frequ ent that 
any means of preventing them wou ld he a 
Ikxmi to the profession. 
M. Edou ard Philippe, the inventor of the 
new su b stitu te for villainou s saltpeter, lirefc 
showed the adaptab ility of his invention to 
Chassepot, the fu sil gras, to old mu sketoons, 
revolvere, and to toy pistols made of wood. 
The explosive, tired at six paces, left no trace 
on a sheet of white paper; whereas, the plu g 
from an ordinary stage mu sket left u t that 
distance an u gly b lack mark. The su b stanc e 
u sed b y M. Philippe consists chiefly of phos­ 
phoru s, and, the cartridge b eing exceedingly 
thin, the whole charge completely disappears. 
No trace of it is to l»o fou nd. The detona­ 
tion, on the other hand, is as lou d as that pro­ 
du ced b y gu npowder, the flame as vivid and 
the smoke apparently as dense, b u t it has the 
advantage of having no smell. 
M. Philippe then showed how the prompter 
at the wings cou ld himself, b y a movement 
of the hand, imitate the effect of the discharge 
of mu sketry or cannon withou t having to 
give a signal to some one at the b ack of tin* 
stage, and thu s ru nning the risk of the death 
of a mail on the stage occu rring withou t any 
reference to the means b y which the catas­ 
trophe was su pposed to b e b rou ght ab ou t. 
Lastly, to prove incontestab ly the innocu ou s 
ness of his system, the inventor placed him­ 
self in the center of a squ ad of tw« » lve men, 
w ho tired at him with their mu skets only a 
few inches awav from his head. 
Althou gh 
the prevention of accidents on the stage was 
his first aim, M. Philippe has higher ob jects 
in view. Thu s he su ggests that the ‘ Batail- 
lons Sec *1 a ires’’ shall b e provided with this 
invention, so that t hey may Ik* ab le to b laze 
away at small cost and w ith no risk. Sim­ 
ilarly, he reckons that firing with b lank cart­ 
ridges costs the military b u dget no less than 
;j,(KJ9,U00 franc s a year, w hereas b y his system 
the same effect may b e produ ced b y the ex­ 
penditu re of 900,000 francs per annu m.—Paris 
Let ter.
